In the United States 22 million people in more than} 
1500 communities cre drinking fluoridated water. Six | 
teen other countries have begun similar programa. 

The WHO committee report emphasized that results 
in all nations using fluoridated drinking water show re- 
markable uniformity. Dental caries in the permanent 
teeth of children decreased by about 60 per cent, while 
in children’s primary teeth the reductions ranged from | 
$0 ta 60 per cont. 

No other public-health procedure has had, during the 
initial stages of ite application. such a background of 
atudy im terms of both time and expense, the report 
said.
